Indeed, the Augusta 
Courier, Roy Harris’ political organ, this 
week used. its red-letter banner to urge 
immediate development of State port fa- 
cilities at Savannah. : : 


With Mr. Harris, we find ourselves be- 
coming a little impatient with the drawn- 
out legal processes that seem necessary 
before the State’s credit can be used to 
obtain more adequate port facilities. And 
we find ourselves hoping the State Ports 
Authority, whose members will attend 
today’s meeting of the Ports Development 
Association, will come up with some plan

Kinship With Revolt: in 


Few Americans gave even scant at- 


tention to the recent revolt in Peru. It _ 


was far away and, for the average Ameri- 
can, citizens of Peru are so far away as 
to be almost on another planet. 

Yet, the facts of the bloody revolution 
in Peru,.in which men died, reveal. that 
there is a kinship between their political 
problem and our own. It is slight, but it 
is there. Fortunately for us, we have a 
large and healthy “middle class.” It is this 
factor which makes for healthy politics 
and government as the countries with 
this middle class testify — the United 
States, Great Britain, Sweden, Denmark, 
Norway, Finland, Switzerland. No such 
class has been founded in Peru or in many 
other countries of the world. There is 
only the well-off person and the peasant. 
And for every well-off person there are 


for immediate action in the interim. The 
longer we wait the more port business 
will have been taken away from Savan- 
nah and Brunswick by State-owned ports 
at Charleston and Mobile. 

It already has been niore than three 
years since State-owned ports were pro- 
jected. Legislative authorization for a 
$15,000,000 bond issue failed to hold up in 
the courts and a new start had to be made 
from scratch. Now it appears that a wait 
of two more years will be necessary before 
a bond issue can even be authorized. And 
at least a year would be required to con- 
struct facilities that would be competitive 
with those at Mobile and Charleston. 
Meanwhile, traffic is slipping away from 
Savannah and is being routed through 
the more modern ports. And it is a busi- 
ness axiom that it is much easier to keep 
business than to regain that which has 
been lost. 

There are in Savannah today two 
highly desirable sites which would serve 
admirably for publicly owned docks. It is 
understood the State Ports Authority is 
at present attempting to obtain one of 
these properties to serve until full-fledged 
State-owned facilities can be authorized 
and constructed. .-

But Mr. Roosevelt went on, as 
usual, to command the overwhelming support 
of the workers who pay dues to the Lewis 
organization. He carried every State where the 
organization operates wit.. any measure of 
following. 


’ Hence it is that a Lewis indorsement has come 
to be lookéd upon as the kiss of death. Every 
time he openly supports a candidate, that candi- 
date seems to go down to defeat. At least that 
has been true of every presidential election since 
1936, when the mine workers were out for 
Roosevelt. 

In that year John L. put up some $500,000 of 
his union’s kitty to help re-elect the President. 
According to what have been accepted as al- 
thentic accounts, he broke with Mr. Roosevelt 
later when the President laughed to his face at a 
suggestion by Lewis that he be put on the Demo- 
cratic ticket in 1940. Since then Lewis has al- 
ways had something in his craw against the Demo- 
crats, although other segments of ofganized labor 
have been pretty consistent in their support. 

But where Lewis has rendered the President 
a service is in reminding the millions of Ameri-

can people of the courageous manner in which 
Mr. Truman thwarted the Lewis efforts to wreck 
the economy of the nation to enforce his demands. 

It was not necessary for him to remind his 
union members of the clamps put on him by the 
President. They could be expected to remember 
well enough. But the mass of the people have 
probably forgotten. Certainly that was one of 
the boldest and most courageous acts the Presi- 
dent has committed since moving to the White 
House. 

The country applauded all of that at the time. 
Mr. Truman [iid down the law to the obstreper- 
ous labor leader. Ordering that the mines be 
taken over by the Government, he issued the 
edict that workers could not strike against the 
Government. Lewis was forced to order his work- 
ers back into the miner If the strike had been 
permitted to go through, the wheels of industry 
in the nation would have been stopped. 


Much of this the public is inclined to forget. 


Mr. Truman should be grateful to Lewis for :

Football Campuses 


Saddest person I've seen in a long time is 

Mr. Wallace Butts, the very able head football 

coach at the University of Georgia. In the charm- 

ing city of Athens I happened to be seated across from Mr. Butts 

at luncheon, My subject for my modest address was “Keep Your 

Sunny Side Up.” After talking with Mr. Butts I got up and 
talked about Russia and the Berlin crisis, which is not sunny. 

In fact, I meant to say I didn’t believe there would be actual 
conflict for some years to come and that in that period we might 
find a way out for an even longer time of peace and that war was 
not inevitable. But, as I talked I had an occasional look at Mr. 
Butt’s face and I forgot to predict. there wouldn’t be war., My 
neuritis got worse and I rode back to Atlanta in a state of mel- 


ancholia. 
Coach Mr. Butts has long been one of my favorite persons. 
I recall one night years ago down in Columbus, Ga., 
when I was asked if I knew anyone in Louisville, Ky., who might 
speak a word in behalf of a fine Georgia boy who was applying 
for a coaching job up there at Male High. It happened I knew 
one of those men described as “high up” in Louisville, and so I 
spoke a word. May not have helped a bit. But the fine young 
Georgia boy, whom I then did not know, got the job and came 
on from there to the University of Georgia, where he has done 
one of the big coaching jobs of our time. 

This year his team is one of those in-and-out elevens which 
might beat the best one Saturday and lose to the worst the next. 
Wally Butts can’t understand what’s wrong. It seems that some 
of the boys who are big and strong and fast just don’t seem to be 
possessed of any fire for the game. When a coach comes up 
against that he is in big trouble. Because the inner fire is some- 
thing that only the man himself can supply. If a man doesn’t 
want to play and doesn’t like the physical contacts involved, 
which can be very bruising, there is nothing the coaches can do 
about it save hope for the best. 

To date only the worst of the Georgia wolves are howling be- 
neath Mr. Butts’ window. The football woif is not really a wolf 
but a coyote. Usually his entire contribution to the game of foot- 
ball is to attend the major games, complain because his tickets 
are not on at least the 49-yard line, get drunk and irritate all those 
within 10 seats of him; and to denounce the football coach when 
the game goes the other way and the spectator loses a $2 bet.

A Secretary of State, whoever he is, becomes 
the prisorier of this diplomatic system, as, in turn, 
does the President whom he serves. They rely 
on a network of diplomatic officers throughout 
the world who are trained in the old manner, 
see events wherever they are in the old-fashioned 
pre-atomic way, and get out their rule books and 
follow protocol. Some of our diplomatic officers, 
our lookouts, really never get to know the coun- 
try and the people to which they are assigned, as 
we have learned to our dismay in the past. The 
same is true of diplomats here from other nations. 
Not all diplomats, either, of whatever country, 
are distinguished for bold or original thinking. 

President Roosevelt broke through this crust 
not only by developing new, independent sources 
of information here and there in the world, but 
also by sending out his own trusted confidential 
emissaries, of whom Harry L. Hopkins was per- 


haps the outstanding example, to get the facts 
and give him the real picture. 

The Vinson mission was in that pattern.. 

President Truman’s mistake was not in the 
idea, which was excellent, but in failing to go 
through with it. When he backed down he be- 
came once more the disillusioned prisoner of the 
system.

~ Will Dewey Have Trouble With Congress? 


CINCINNATI—What is to be the relationship between President Thomas E. Dewey and the 
Eighty-first Congress? This question is already more urgent than the outcome of the election, which 


is now virtually a foregone conclusion. 


And it is appropriate to ask the, question in this city, the 


personal stronghold of Sen. Robert A. Taft, whose strong character and superior ability make him 
the natural leader of the more conservative congressional Republicans. 


Not long ago, Taft’s opposite number in the 
‘House of Representatives, Speaker Joseph W. 
Martin, passed through Ohio on a campaign 
speaking trip. ‘ He told friends here that he 
would stand for no dictation from the White 
House, even when its occupant was Republican. 
Similarly, Martin’s henchman, the great tax- 
cutter, Chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 

i Harold Knutson, has intimated to Repub- 
lican insiders that President Dewey may need 
taking down a peg or two. 

In- fact, however, Martin and the other mem- 
bers of the junta are simply old-line, profes- 
sional party regulars. Another such was the late 
Sen. Joseph E. Robinson, Senate Democratic 
leader unt 1937. And although Robinson was

These facts, in turn, confer a curious special 
interest on the gubernatorial contest here in 
Ohio.

If Lausche 
defeats Herbert, he will immediately become a 
formidable potential candidate for the senator- 
ship when Taft must run again in 1950. And 
Lausche’s defeating Herbert is far from impos- 
sible. 

Two factors favor Lausche, aside from the 
contrast between himself and his opponent. First, 
Ohio has long had the habit of voting for Gov- 
ernors and Presidents of opposite parties. In 
1924, for instance, while giving Calvin Coolidge 
a majority of nearly 600,000 over John W. Davis, 
Ohio chose a Democratic Governor, Vic Donahey, 
by a majority of nearly 200,000. 

Second, while Bricker was Governor, he made 
it much easier for Ohioans to indulge in their 
habitual ticket-splitting. In order to protect him- 
self from Roosevelt landslides, he passed a law 
by which Ohioans now actually vote for national 
and State candidates—for Presidents and for 
Governor, for instance—on two separate ballots. 
Dewey is strong in Ohio and his strength will 
still help Herbert. But for the reasons noted, 
the best local experts estimate that Dewey’s Ohio 
coattails will have to be at least 350,000 votes 
long—a really whopping majority—to send Her- 
bert back to Columbus. 

Lausche is hinting that if he wins the govern- 


orship, he will still hesitate to oppose Taft for 


the Senate. Bricker is the man he says he wants 
to’ beat. Yet Lausche is highly unpredictable. 
And the mere possibility of such strong opposi- 
tion is bound to influence Sen. Taft’s choice of 
a role in the next Congress. 


Taft is reported to have decided already 
te relinquish his Labor Committee Chair- 
manship. He is known to be considering 
taking one of the vacant places on the For- 
eign Relations Committee, but probably only 
in the uncertain event that Sen. Arthur H. 
Vandenberg becomes Secretary of State in- 
stead of John Foster Dulles. But this still 
leaves the question of Taft and the Senate 
leadership entirely open. As of now, Taft 
seems to want the leadership. He may leave 
the floor leadership of the Senate Repub- 
licans te Sen. Kenneth Wherry, of Nebraska. 
But the chances are that he will seck for 
himself either the formal title of majority 
leader or the permanent chairmanship of the 
Senate Republican Policy Committee, which 
comes to the same thing. 


On the other hand, if Taft has to think about 
facing Lausche in 1950, he may prefer to retain 
the freedom of action of an individual Senator. 
And thus this Ohio gubernatorial election may 
end by influencing the Dewey-Congress rela- 
tionship more than any of the hotly disputed 
senatorial contests. For if Taft does not plunge 
into the fray against Dewey, no one will.

Brings Out 
New Flavor 


There is a new seasoning on 
the market called monosodium 
glutamate that has been used 
for a long time by famous chefs 
and restaurateurs, but has not 
been available to the home- 
maker. 

It is a pure crystalline sub- 
stance that looks like table salt. 
When it is used properly with 
soups, chowders, meats, sea- 


| foods, gravies and most cooked 


vegetables it brings out subtle 
scarcely realized natural flavors 
and gives a new quality to food 
seasoning. 

Glutamate is made from pro- 
tein-rich wheat gluten or desug- 
ared beet molasses. It was first 
produced in substantial com- 
mercial quantities in this coun- 
try in the late 1930s and is now 
made by three manufacturers, 
with a fourth soon to begin op- 


erations.
